RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 



Sir: 



Further to a Restriction Requirement dated May 26, 2004, the following is applicant's 
response: 

The present application is a U.S. national application of PCT/IL00/0042L As such it is not 
governed by the same restriction requirements as normal U.S. national patent applications. Rather 
as stated in 37 CFR §1.499 andMPEP §1893.03(d). MPEP §1893.03(d) states, in part 



"When making a lack of unity of invention requirement, the Examiner must (1) list 
the different groups of claims and (2) explain why each group lacks unity with each 
other group (i.e.» there is no single general inventive concept) specifically 
describing tiie unique technical features in each group" 

In the present restriction requirement, the Examiner has neither listed the claims in the 
groups as requhed by (1) nor wqplained why the groups lack unity of invention as required by (2). 
Rather the Exammer has utilized a method of restriction (by drawing) v^tch is not proper in 
national filings of PCT applications. 

Therefore applicant strongly traverses the present restriction requirement as being 
improper both in form and in content 

Applicant further points out that the present application contains only two independent 
claims. These claims differ from each other only in the limitation in claim 7 that the "light 
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distributor" comprises a dif&actor and that the limitation in claim 1 of a "plurality of sensor light 
beams" is broadened to "at least one sensor light beam." 

The European Examiner in the PCT found that there was unily of Invention between these 
two claims. 

Nevertheless, in order to comply with the requirements of 37 CFR §1.143, applicant 
pro\gsionallj^elects^c claims thaj^readon^Fig^ 1^ A pplicant note s^oweyer, that Figs. 1 and 4A 
differ mainly in the presence of a quarter wave plate 140 and polarizers 102, 104 and 142 in Fig, 7 
and the replacement of lenses 34, 44 and 46 of Fig, 1 with a single lens 106. It is further noted that 
the distributor in each of Figs. 1 and 7 is described in the disclosure a diffiractor which is merely a 
special case of the distributor or claim 1. In addition Fig, 1 only has arrow 70 for movuig the 
diffractor back and forth. 

Thus, applicant submits that the following claims read on both embodiments: 1-18, 33-50, 
6N6?, 88-100, and 11 M 13, " 

Claims 70-73 and 98-100 are only shown in Fig. 1, but are usable with the embodiment of 
Fig. 4A as well. . 

Claims 19-32, 51-60, 70-87, lOl-UOarc shown only in Fig. 4A. 

Applicant further notes tiiat some features claimed in some dependent claims are not 
shown in either Figs. 1 or 4A and represent uses of the invention or elements that are generally 
described in the text or are shown in other Figs. These have been included m the list of generic
